LAHT, or H E L M and to the 
SIXTH and SEVENTH FLEETS at they are involved in suppression 
of Soviet reaction. 

b, No. 2 before those communicator# who are required to 
decrypt is connection with the purposes noted in a above. 

c. No. 1 before those name# in the SIXTH and SEVENTH 
FLEETS involved in Hie suppression of Soviet reaction or CHIGOE! 
reaction to the extent that they must be knowledgeable of premission 
alert. 


d. No. 4 1» front of those names who must be subject to 
receipt of general premission information (as distinct from alert) 
in the three dNC#» i. e.« PAC, LAST, and S£U4. 


3. It may be that in the case of some of the clearances you have 
requested tha t you are looking toward tits time when in an emergency a 
CHALICE clearance, certification, and indoctrination are required, I am 
informed by our Security Office that, as ia the pest, they are prepared by 
phone (provided necessary minimum data are available) to grant a CHALICE 
clearance immediately, paper work to be ini tinted immediately by yon and 
a confirmation ia writing to ba forthcoming from the Security Office.
